This Technical Statement and attached exhibits were prepared on behalf of Blue Chip
Broadcasting, Ltd. (“BCB”), licensee of FM radio station WCKX, Channel 292A, London, Ohio.
BCB is proposing to relocate the WCKX facility, increase the antenna supporting structure and

height above average terrain.

Since BCB is proposing to construct a new tower structure for WCKX, the Federal
Aviation Administration has been notified of this proposal (Exhibit #1). All information called for
on FCC Form 301, Section V-B, is attached hereto including a portion of the Big Plain, Ohio,
U.S.G.S. 7.5 minute topographic map on which the site is located (Exhibit #6).

This application at London, Ohio, is proposing to use a directional FM antenna system to
achieve the required amount of protection to one other FM facility, as detailed in Exhibit #4. The
proposed antenna is manufactured by Shively Labs located in Bridgton, Maine. The antenna is a
circularly polarized three bay radiator, Model # 6810-3-DA. The antenna is to be mounted
on the proposed WCKX tower structure in accordance with the antenna manufacturer's
specifications. WCKX has provided Blue Chip Broadcasting, Ltd., with an envelope pattern of
the proposed system, which was developed from an actual measured pattern. This information
was used in the preparation of all WCKX contours. The actual measured pattern, as submitted
with the FCC Form 302-FM, application for station license, will come as close as possible to the

envelope pattern attached hereto without exceeding the limits of the pattern on any azimuth.

Exhibit #3A is a relative field horizontal plane envelope pattern of the proposed system
with the zero degree bearing oriented true north, in accordance with §73.316(c)(2).
Attached, as Exhibit #3B, is the tabulated relative field pattern, horizontal plane, of the envelope
antenna pattern. Maxima and minima are noted on the tabulation. This is a composite pattern,
containing both horizontal and vertical polarizations. A representation of the typical vertical plane
pattern of the proposed antenna system is included herein as Exhibit #3C. There will be no other

antennas or tower attachments, including top-mounted platforms, installed near the directional



antenna system. Any other antennas mounted on the tower structure will be placed far enough
away from the directional radiator so as to not affect the directional pattern. This distance that

other antennas must be away from the FM radiator will be specified by the antenna manufacturer.

When Blue Chip Broadcasting, Ltd., files FCC Form 302-FM, it will include a statement
from an Engineer that the antenna has been properly assembled. A statement from a licensed
surveyor will also be included to demonstrate that the antenna has been oriented pursuant to the

manufacturer's instructions.

The WCKX proposed antenna location will be shortspaced to one other FM broadcast
station, WWIM, New Lexington, Ohio. The detailed spacing information with regard to this
station is shown on Exhibit #4A. Blue Chip Broadcasting, Ltd., proposes to use the provisions of
§73.215 of the Commission's rules to address this shortspaced situation. The shortage to this
facility complies with §73.215(e) of the Commission's rules. The provisions of §73.215 will be

met by employing a directional antenna system to limit power to WWIM.

Exhibit #4B specifically demonstrates that there will be no prohibited overlap between the
proposed WCKX and the authorized WWJIM. The contours of WWIM are based on 6.0
kilowatts effective radiated power at a height above average terrain (HAAT) of 100 meters. The
eight standard cardinal radials were used to determine the HAAT. Attached as Exhibits #4C and
#4D are the tabulated distances to the protected and interfering contours, along pertinent arcs, of
the proposed WCKX and authorized WWJM. Further, attached as Exhibit #4E is the tabulated
protected and interfering contours of the proposed facility, in ten degree increments. Again, there

is no prohibited overlap between the facilities.
